Thieves Stole $10.18 From I. & C. 


Ticket Office Last Night Be­ 


tween 8 and 9 O'clock. 


DEFTLY OPENED THE WINDOW 


In Their Haste Overlooked Over $100 


Under Till in Money Drawer— 


Also Registered Mail. 


Robbers broke into the ticket office 
at the I. & C. traction station last 
night between the hours of eight and 
nine o’clock and stole $10.18 out of 
the cash drawer. Rut the best of the 
story is the fact that they overlooked 
over one hundred dollars in the same 
drawer and also a large amount of 
money in envelopes in the shelves in 
the office. The police were notified of 
the robbery 
immediately but 
have 
not been able to find any clews. 


Raymond Perkins, night agent, had 
stepped out for a few minutes 
and 
returned about nine o’clock to find 
that his 
cash 
drawer 
had 
been 
robbed. 
The ticket window had been 
deftly opened and the drawers looted. 
They were both standing open when 
the agent arrived. 
The thieves had 
evidently lowered a hook of some sort 
through the wire screen and had suc­ 
ceeded in unhooking the door from 
the inside, as it had not been forced, 
but opened in the usual manner. 
The robbers evidently worked fast 
as they overlooked what would have 
made a real haul. 
One hundred dol­ 
lars. the day’s business, 
had 
been 
placed in a sack and laved in the 
drawer just below the till. The thieves 
overlooked that or else were fright­ 
ened away before they could com­ 
plete their work. 
Besides the hun­ 
dred dollars, several bills were laying 
under the till in the drawer, and they, 
too. were untouched. 


They did not get into the offiee. so 
it seems, as nothing inside the screen 
was touched. 
All of the .day’s busi­ 
ness in all over the 
smaller 
offices 
along the line is sent into the main 
office each evening. 
Tt was placed in 
envelopes and laying in shelves in the 
office. 
By reaching over the robbers 
could also have taken that, which 
amounted to several hundred dollars.

waiting for the opportune time, which 
finallv came.

natu re by th e end o f th e w’eek. 
Th e 
bill emerges fro m th e co mmittee with 
many o f th e insu rgent pro v isio ns still 
in it. 
In fact, abo u t th e o nly radical 
"-''po sitio ns dro pped by th e co nferees 
\v : s th e h o u se’s ph y sical v alu atio n 
sectio n 
nd th e pro v isio ns regu lating 
th e issu .. s o f railro ad 
sto cks and 
bo nds. 
In e bill as it reappears co n­ 
tains a lo ng and sh o rt h au l amend­ 
ment, a featu re th at all o f th e insu r­ 
gents and a few regu lars h av e been 
demanding fo r mo nth s; a pro v isio n 
au th o rizing th e interstate co mmerce 
co mmissio n to su spend th e o peratio n 
o f rate increases fo r ten mo nth s— 
pending an inv estigatio n into th eir sea­ 
so nableness; an amendment sh ifting 
th e bu rden o f pro o f in rate cases fro m 
th e sh ipper to th e railro ad itself, and 
sev eral o th er pro po sitio ns th at th e 
western radicals fo rced into th e bill. 
Th e h o u se co nferees emerged fro m 
th e co nference ro o m with co nsiderably 
mo re to th o ir credit th an representa­ 
tiv es o f th at bo dy h av e u su ally been 
accu sto med to go t in dealing with th e 
senate leaders. Ch airman Mann o f th e 
h o u se co mmittee o n interstate co m­ 
merce believ es th e co nference bill 
stro ngly entrench ed. 
Th e h o u se came 
with in six v o tes o f accepting th e sen­ 
ate bill as a su bstitu te fo r its o wn. and 
a realizatio n o n th e part o f th e senate 
leaders th at th e h o u se migh t take 
matters into its o wn h ands and accept 
th e bill as it passed th e senate, pro b­ 
ably made th em mo re co nciliato ry 
th an th ey o th erwise migh t h av e been. 
Th e senate bill h ad pro v isio ns th at th e 
leaders h ad accepted merely fo r th e 
pu rpo se o f sh u tting o ff th e debate and 
with th e intentio n o f th ro wing th em 
o v erbo ard in co nference. 
Th e agreement o n th e repo rt brings 
practically to an end a figh t th at h as 
been waged fo r almo st fo u r mo nth s, 
and th ere were sigh s o f relief o n bo th 
sides o f th e capito l by insu rgents, reg­ 
u lars and Demo crats wh en th e repo rt 
was receiv ed and seemed to b e ‘satis­ 
facto ry to nearly all h ands. Th e Dem­ 
o crats as a party will, o f co u rse, o p­ 
po se it, bu t th ey pro bably will do no th ­ 
ing to delay its passage. 
Th e presi­ 
dent gets in th e co nference repo rt th e 
co mmissio n th at h e h as insisted u po n 
fo r th e inv estigatio n o f alleged sto ck 
watering by railro ad co rpo ratio ns.

Washin gton , Ju n e 15.—In terest in 
the case of Lieu ten an t James H. Su t­ 
ton of the marin e corps, who was killed 
in a midn ight fracas at the An n apolis 
academy two y ears ago, has been re­ 
v iv ed by the declaration of J. B. Ju d­ 
kin s, formerly presiden t of the Arkan ­ 
sas state sen ate, that Su tton did n ot 
kill himself as the v erdict has it, bu t 
was shot In the back of the head while 
defen din g himself. In a letter to Rep­ 
resen tativ e Oldfield of Arkan sas, Mr. 
Ju dkin s say s that a former en listed' 
man in the n av y whose n ame he com­ 
mu n icated to Mr. Oldfield with the re­ 
qu est that it be withheld from the pu b­ 
lic at this time, tells a v astly differen t 
story of the shootin g of Su tton than 
came ou t in the sev eral official in qu i­ 
ries. 
Mr. Ju dkin s also say s that this ma­ 
terial witn ess was hu stled ou t of the 
■way so that he might n ot be called on 
to testify . 
After referrin g to the res­ 
olu tion pen din g before con gress in re­ 
gard to the death of Su tton , Mr. Ju d­ 
kin s say s: 
“I wou ld be pleased if ou r 
sen ators an d represen tativ es from Ar­ 
kan sas wou ld su pport this resolu tion , 
for I assu re y ou that if this man ’s v er­ 
sion of the m atter is tru e, Lieu ten an t 
Su tton was n o su icide, bu t was the v ic­ 
tim of an ov erpowerin g force. 
I am 
satisfied that this man came here 
(Beach R oc k, Ark.) at the time he did 
in order to av oid bein g called to tes­ 
tify . I also thin k that his whereabou ts 
is con stan tly kn own 
to the parties 
presen t at the killin g, therefore in ter­ 
ested in the resu lt an d in hav in g this 
man kept hidden .”

Engine Trouble Compelled Daring Avi­ 
ator to Drop Near Amboy For Re­ 
pairs, but Great Trip Was Completed 
in Ample Time to Comply With His 
$10,000 Contract With the New York 
Times. 


New 
York, 
June 1 «.—Charles 
K 
Hamilton, the little red-haired acrobat 
of the upper airs, flew to Philadelphia 
and back again. 
He lifted his biplant 
o ver Go verno r’s Island at 7:43 a. m., 
and at 6:40 p. m., returned to the spot 
from which he started. 
The flight to Philadelphia was made 
witho ut mischance. 
Straight as a pig­ 
eo n on the wing Hamilton sailed over 
cities, rivers and farms, winging an 
unsurveyed course. 
At 9 :28 a. m., he 
was shaking hands with Governor Stu­ 
a rt of Pennsylvania, eighty-six miles 
from Governor's Island. 
His luck failed him on the return 
jo urney, o r he might, by wheeling 
abo ut Yonkers, have beaten Paulhan’s 
reco rd fo r uninterrupted flight—117 
miles, London to Litchfield. 
Fffty- 
three mites from Philadelphia he lost 
his bearings, m istaking a green patch 
of Jersey for Staten Tsland. and simul­ 
taneo usly two of the eight cylinders of 
his engine coughed andl quit working. 
He dropped into the clutch of a swamp 
near South Amboy, and it was hours 
before repairs could be made and the 
aviato r 
could 
escape 
the 
immense 
crowds that swarmed from the towns. 
At it was, his actual flying time for 
th e 172 miles was 209 minutes, and he 
fulfilled to the letter his $10,1100 con­ 
tract with the New Yo rk Times, to 
m ake a ro und trip from New York to 
Philadelphia 
in 
twenty-four 
hours. 
Glenn H. Curtis, the first man in this 
co untry to m ake long-distance calls in 
a flying machine, said he considered 
H am ilto n’s achievement the greatest 
In fhe histo ry of aviation. 
Few men could stand the reception 
th at Hamilto n got when he dropped 
from the clouds. 
Along the Battery, 
the w ater front of lower Brooklyn, the 
edge of Staten Island and the Jersey 
shore, the piers and seawalls were 
black w ith people. Tho usands of them 
had waited for hours, swayed by ru­ 
mo rs That 
came 
from 
the 
Amboy 
swamp. 
On Go verno r’s Island a tho u­ 
sand eyes were turned skyward. 
AH the weariness of the long wait, 
th e impatience and the damp chill of 
the evening were fo rgo tten when an 
officer w ith powerful field glasses sud­ 
denly threw up his hand and whooped 
like a Comanche. 
He w as a gray and 
dignified officer, but he piro uetted like 
a so nhrette. 
His yell was echoed over 
the wide ex panse of sand that the go v­ 
ernm ent ’has built up from the sea. 
T here w as a scurrying to ward the w at­ 
erside. 
People stumbled blindly in the 
tricky sands, fell, picked themselves up 
and ran on. 
He came so fast that a few seconds 
a fte r the officer spo tted him, the aero ­ 
plane was discernible to the naked eye. 
You « aw, painted against the gray 
m ists o f Staten Island, o ver the Kill 
Von Kufl, a blnr. 
ft might have been 
the tiniest puff Of smoke. Ten seconds 
m o re and ft w as a wide-winged bird, 
a bird with its head tucked out of 
sigbt. 
On it came in a line a quarter 
o f a mile so uth of the statue of Liber­ 
ty, hundreds of feet above the bay. In 
ano ther flash of tim e you made out the 
clean lines o f the planes and you could 
see Hamilto n cro uched o ver his steer­ 
ing wheel. 
As the air currents frisked above the 
w ater they dipped the aero plane to the 
left and right, 
ft enhanced the grace 
of the flight. 
W hile still -over the bay 
but rapidly nearing the sea wall of 
Governor's Island, Hamilton shut off 
power. 
The pro peller ceased its faint 
droning, revolved slowly fo r a few 
times, and the m achine commenced to 
drop, slowly at first, then faster. H am ­ 
ilton set the mo to r wo rking just long 
eno ugh to reverse the pro peller and to 
m ake sure of an easy landing. 
W ith yells ex ploding all ground him. 
he dropped his biplane to th e sands in 
a long sweep, as a gull divea. 
The 
bicycle wheels thum ped the ground, 
the aero plane bounced a foot, perhaps, 
anti then ran along witho ut a jar lo r 
less than fifty feet. 
Curtiss, watching 
like a hawk, threw up his hands: 
“ By 
God, th at was good,” he said. 
The crowd engulfed the little man 
and gave him no chance to climb out 
of the machine and stretch his cram p­ 
ed limbs. 
He was a sight. 
If ever 
in the world there was a soiled avia­ 
tor, Hamilton was that bird. 
His red 
hair 
was 
m atted 
with 
sw eat and 
grease. 
His face was streaked and 
patched with grime and oil. 
His ey es 
were red from the winds (he wore no 
goggles), and dirt had settled in the 
lines of his face. The mud of the J er­ 
sey swamp clung to his legs and was 
spattered on his dingy leather coat.
